ing Infonnatiort received from our German field station* Cbeclcs 
were conducted against the irecords of Itepartment II, Police Head- 
quarters, and against th^ files of the Criminal Police in order 
to ascertain the dates of subject's stay in Berlin, and to 
establish further details regarding his periods of residence in 
Germany, hie alleged attendance at the Olympic Games in Berlin 
in 1936, and his residence after 1945 an a displaced person. 
i*\irther inquiries were made at the appropriate agencies of the 
Berlin Senate. However, no information op. subject was available 
from any of these sources. 

a. The registration records of the "Einwohnemieldeemt, 
re-established only after 6 May 1945# contain no 
reference to subject's naffto, nor is he registered in 
other indices of Depertment II, Police Headquarters. 

h. The 3records of the former DP caicp at Berlin Marlen- 
^^^rf could not be checked since the camp is no longer 
In existence . However, the can^ did ;aalntain a camp 
police service of its own independent of other German 
police agencies, but it could not be stated what had 
beceme of the records referring to registration of DP's. 

c. The Senate Depart ment for Public Education of Berlin 
keeps no records referring to the Clymplc Geaes in 
193^j nor ^ subject 'xnown there by name. 

d. The Administrator of the Olympic Stadium of Berlin, 
who held the sane position in 193^# was queried; he 
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infomied lis that lie was unabie to iecate any re for • 
ence to subject in an,y of hie records. He also 
indicated that it was unlikely that subject partici- 
pated In the OlyTnpic GaneG of 193^'. 

3, Flirt her traces on subject in Germany- indicate that he 
vros the subject of a CIC field investigation aa of 24 February 1947. 
IXiplic&tes of these agent reports Imd been forwarded to your Bureau. 

A source considered to be usually reliable reports that 
Janis VITOLSj employed as a bell-boy at the Shorehem ffotei, Washing- 
ton^ D.C., is personally acquainted with subject and possesses 
derogatory infonnation concerning biiu. 
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
